This battle, one of many since the
AiiBtro-Herman- s commenced "their
drive through Hulicla, has only just
commenced, but according to dis-
patches received in Heneva from
Austrian sources the Russians have
thus far had the best of it and since
Monday have inflicted heavy losses
on the invaders. These dispatches
state that thousands of wounded are
rontinually arriving in Leinbcrg,
Pizemysl and Jaraslau.

MPEO TRACKS!

TEN KILLED

Toronto Excursion Party Went Over

High Bank at Queenstown

VICTIMS WOMEN AND CHILDREN

Accident Due to Running Car Crowd-

ed By Over 100 Persons at
Mile a Minute.

Queenstown. Out., July 7 Ten per-- .

sons were killed and a score injured
this evening when a trolley car on

the International .railway's line jump-

ed the track on the sharp incline lead
ing from Queenstown Heights into
the village and rolled down a steeep
embankment. The car was carrying
a crowd of Toronto excursionists
from various points along the river
to the boat landing here.

Tho accident occurred at what is
known as the second curve where the
line takes a sharp turn to the north
and a downward dip in grade. It
was said by some of the passengers
that the car seemed to buckle in the
center before it left tho rails und
took the plunge into the small rav-

ine. The car was practically in two
sections when it came to a standstill.

Owing to the inaccessibility of tho
spot there was a long delay in get-

ting the dead and injured into Queens
town and Niagara Falls. Special cars
were rushed from both ends of the.
line. The more seriously injured
were taken to the General hospital at
Niagara Falls and those who could
be moved were carried on board the
Toronto steamer, which was held at
the dock.

The wrecked car w as about 20 feet
below the level of the tracks and it
was so completely crushed that the
work of getting the injured free and
up the embankment to the relief cars
was distressingly slow. There were
about 35 passengers on the car and
only one or two escaped Injury of
some kind. Fight dead were taken
from the wreckage and two of the in-

jured, one of them a girl of 1(5. died
while being carried from tho car to
an ambulance at Niagara Falls. .
